SMOKELESS COMBUSTION OF COAL. 
According to the Berlia correspondent of 
the Standard, the problem of the smokeless 
combustion of coal seems at last to be solved 
by a newly-patented_ process which ia excit. 
ing immense sensation in Germany. The 
patent has been taken ont by a company, 
which has already made contracts with a 
oumber of large commercial and industrial 
concerns—among others, with the North 
German Lloyd, the Hamburg-A merioan 
Packet Company, Sohichan, and the Vulcan 
Works at Stettin—for the idtroduction of 
its new aystem of firing. In the construc- 
tion of their new firing apparatus the 
patentees have depatted from all the.me- 
thods hitherto employed. The coal is no 
oger burned in lumps, but is reduced to 
powder by meana of the ordinary centrifu- 
gal mills, The new system, which is called 
, automatic and smokeless coal-dust firing,? 
is extremely simple, At the place where 
hitherto the coal was introduced into the 
fre-grate—that is to sey, at the furnace 
door, ‘there is a—movable- ‘pear-shaped 
apparatus, consistiig principally of a fire- 
chamber lined with fire-brick. One aper= 
tare of this hollow pear opans,.in the direo- 
tion of the axis of the boiler, into tha mouth 
of the bitherto employed furnace, from: 
Whioh tho fire.grates, fite bridges, &0., have 
been removed, Tho opposite Bporture of 
the hollow pear is intended to admit a cur- 
rent of sir. By means of an ingenious 
aatomatic contrivance, coal dust, supplied 
through a fannel 
of afr, is continually conveyed into the-vats 
rent of air, and thence into the dre-vham- 
ber, Whore it 1s immediately brought into 
Gontbustion by means.of the staal fire which 
is placed there.  Whon this haa onco taken 
place the coal-dust conveyed by tho ourrent 
of air continues to burn in one regular, 
intense: fame, The ourrent of air which 
brings the coal-duat iato the epparatay is 
regulated ao as merely to oonvey the dust
